The discussion that followed was in consideration of all signage at 1211 S. Main and that the “A
Frame” sign for Farmers Insurance Company would put the total square footage over the 50
square feet allowed in the historical district.

4. Sign Permit — 1211 S. Main, Angels Tours
Planning Director Hanham presented the staff report and Resolution 2011-11.

Chair Croletto stated that the corrections on the resolution are as followed, in the title the project
number should be “2011-15". Under the first whereas it states “installation of one wall sign and
one hanging sign and for a” and it should be “installation of one hanging sign for a”. Under



conditions of approval, item 1, hanging sign should be “24” by 34” (2 ft X 2.85 ft) = 5.7 sq ft”.
Item 2, delete “or a sign or permit application shall be submitted for approval”.

5. Bike Racks in the Downtown
Planning Director Hanham presented staff report and Resolution 2011-08.

The discussion that followed was about the sizes of the bike racks and it was concluded that both
bike racks will hold 8 bikes. Then it was discussed that the bike rack on Rasberry would have
the cutout of the mule attached to both ends of the bike rack and the bike rack in the parking lot
would have the cutout of the miner and ore cart attached to the front of the bike rack facing the
street.

Chair Croletto stated the corrections on the resolution are as follows, in the title it needs to say
“for placement of two bicycle racks in the downtown”. Under the second whereas it should say
“the City of Angels is the outdoor mountain sports area in the Sierra; and”. Under now therefore
be it resolved it needs to say “approves the placement of two bicycle racks”. Under conditions of
approval staff needs to add “Two Historic District Bike Racks”.
